Late from the Mountains. 


The Western Missourian, ot the 1st inst., says: 


Per John Richard ("Burgeos,") who left Fort 
Platte, on Larimy's Fork, on the 7th of May, 
and arrived hete last Tuesday evening, we have 
been furnished with the following items of news, 
which may be regarded as authentic. 


A party of Sioux, consisting of about 300 


warriors, undei the two chiefs Bull-Tail and 
Iron-Shell,had already left to fiVht lite Pawnees; 
and another war party to the number of lo()0 or 
2000 Sieux, was soon to proceed against the 
Crows and Snakes. 


A w>r party of Kanzas Indians had attacked a 


party of Pawnees, and killed thiee of their num- 
ber. Three Pawnees had escaped to Sir William 
Drummond Stewart's party, and were protected 
by them from their pursuers. Mr Richard met 
the latter party on the Big Sandy. 


Mr Richard also met tiie Oregan Company. 


They were near the waters ofthe Big Blue, all 


nell, and Nich"las Boylan! Were the repealers 
terrified? Did the repeal cause suffer any inju- 
ry by this chivalwus act of Sugden, with the 
ugly name? Far from it." 


On the same occasion, Mr. Barrett, a distin- 


guished repealer,made a highly exciting speech, 
in the course of which he inquired: 


"Was there ever a country so circumstanced 


ns Ireland for repelling aggression? With a nu- 
merous, brave, sober, and multitudinous people 
—every mountain a citidel—every hill a lint— 
every ditch a breastwork—every valley arayine 
—a country in which cannon or cavalry could 
not act, and where all warfare must inevitably 
be irregular—with nothJQg to lose and every- 
thing to gain by a struggle—are they not mad 
who would wantonly provoke it?" 


The Lijnerirk Chronicle, which makes prp- 


teneions to beinjr very precise, estimates the 
number at not less than 130,nOO,including about 
6000 horsemen, and says that the cavalcade ot 
cars extended from Ennis to Newmarket—six 
miles. The preparations for his reception were 
most elaborate; nt the entrance to the town 
"whole trees wn c^fanTsrf,"'Withtriumphal arches 
across the road, mottoes, and devices. "Oa en- 
tering Upper Gaol Street from Limerick, you 
beheld r^thing but planted trees, with trium- 
phal arches." The inscriptions, in verse appar- 
ently not intended to be doggrel,were in praise of 
O'Connell and fieedom, and abuse of "the Sax- 
on tyrants." The description of one device is- 
worth transcribing— 


" The next was a chain extended across the 


centre of which was joined by a coed, and on a 
green banner over it was inscribed— 


'The Liberator of Ireland 
Will cut asunder 
The chains of slavery 
We labour under!/ 


Here a man had taken up his position _wnth a 


sword; with which,asthe Liberator app/bached, 
he cut the cotd in the centre; and the chain was 
shivered on both sides, amidst the shouts and 
acclaroatioDs-of thousands, that rent the air for 
iome minutes " 
The next meeting wa» hehl on the iace-ground'r 
and Mr. O'Connell ascended the platform, ac- 
companied by Mr. Tom Steele, Mr. Charles O'- 
Connell, "Councillor" O'Leary, and 3 French 
gentlemen. On the motion of Mr. H. Bridge- 
man, M. P. and Justice of the Peace, the chair 
was taken by Mr. Cornelius O'Brien, M. P. and 
Justice of the Peace. Mr. O'Connell's speech 
did not mateiially differ from the general run of 
those which he has lately delivered; but he an- 
nounced a new stage in his agitation, and gave 
an important explaaation— 


"•He would tell them, that the moment he had 


three millions ot Repealers, he would begin 
another career: and he might as well then an. 
nounce that tiie principal impediment which ex 
hrted against Emancipation did not at all exist 
u regarded Repeal ofthe Union 
It was neces- 


sary for an English Parliament to pass a law 
granting Emancipation; but in the ease of Re- 
peal it was not necessary. The House of Lords 
it first threw it out; but the people gave a little 
ehirp, and it was soon allowed to pass without 
aoy veiy strenuous opposition. The Queen's 
Prerogative could rerive the Irish Pailiament(P 
—as James the First did when he created forty- 
tour boroughs in Ireland, giving suffrages to If 
Protestants ; and Ennis was one of the bad bar- 
gains. The time bad arrived for her Majesty 
to order new writs lor the Irish Parliament; and 
be assured them be was not talking of imagina 
ry things when he told them distinctly and em 
pbatically, tint by the aid of the Queen's name 
and without any appeal to Pa'rliament,they couk 
obtain a Repeal of the Union. Let Englishmen 
have England; let Scotland have Scotland ; let 
Frenchmen have France, and it was a beautiful 
country ; let Dutchmen have Holland, with its 
dikes and ditches; but the Irishmen should have 
Ireland/' 


Various rumors are in circulation as to the 


intention* of her Majesty's ministers with re- 
gard to the affairs of Ireland^md the 'peaceable' 
agitation, as O'Connel eata ^ *$*& it matur- 
ing itself into • sanguinaiy straggle in that Is- 
land. Sir Robert Peel, in bis place in the House 
of Commons, stated that he was authorised by 
her Majesty to announce that she adhered to the 
solemn declaration of her royal uncle and pred- 
ecessor, William (V., in upholding and main-
